Europe 

■ January 5 - On the death of Bolestaw IV the Curly, High 
Duke of Polan d, he is succeeded by Mieszko III the Old , 
and as Duke of Sando mierz in Less er Poland by Casimir II 
the Just. 

■ March - Henry the Young King of England withdraws to 
the French court, marking the beginning of the Revolt of 
1173-74, in which Eleanor of Aquitaine and her sons rebel 
against her husband Henry II of England . 

■ William de Braose, 3rd Lord of Bramber, becomes High 
Sheriff of Herefordshire in England. 

■ Abergavenny Castle is seized by the Welsh.
